and the station agent at Dry Ridge. 
The object is declared to have been to 
compe! the grower to poo! his tobacco 
instead of se'ling it to concerns out- 
side of Kentucky.

Washington, February 17.—(Special.)

Congressman Burleson Thus 
Arraigns the Exchange --- He 
Declares Bucket Shops Are 
Infinitely Preferable to New 
York Exchange.

Washington, February in- 


vestigation of the New York 
exchange methods incident to the pro- 
posed legislation to abolish transac- 
tions in futures was concluded today 
before the house committee on agri- 


culture. e 
Former President Hubbard and L. 
Mandelbaum, of the exchange, were 
the witnesses. Mr. Hubbard’s purpose 


was to define and explain the develop- 
ment and change of methods of that 
body, and Mr. Mandelbaum appeared 
on a roving commission, so far as his 
testimony was concerned, his idea be- 
ing to go into many things not taken 
up by the other representatives of the 
exchange. 

This makes four representatives of 
that mart that have taken up its cud- 
gels, former President Hubbard,’ Vice 
President Marsh and Messrs. Neville 
and Mandelbaum, both prominent 
members. : 

_ Portrayed Exchange as Spotless. 

Both the New York stock exchange 
and the white siave traffic evil were 
drawn on by L. Mandelbaum, a mem- 
ber of the New York cotton exchange, 
as instances where the interference of 
the law could overstep its bounds in 
certain particulars. He portrayed the 
exchange as generally without blem- 
ish. 

“You have all heard of the reports 
of a cotton duck trust,” exclaimed Mr. 
Mandelbaum. “Do you Know that dur- 
ing the last five years three attempts 
have been made to combine all the 
southern cotton mills and today this 
very thing is going on, which, hh suc- 
cessful, would leave the producer at 
the mercy of the spinner?” 

“Hedging on ‘Change. 

Mr. Mande!lbaum said Representative 
Burleson had referred to “hedging on 
‘change’ in such a way as to show 
that he either did not understand the 
question or did not want to under- 
stand it. He said the exchange busi- 
ness was a legal one that had stood 
the fire of the supreme courf; that 
the Burleson bill before the committee 
contemplated no difference in how 
much a man buys’ so long as he sold 
nothing, and the Scott bill he described 
as merely a little better and broader, 

“Is not the lamb in the cotton busi- 
ness of about as much importance rel- 
atively as the lamb in:’the wool bust- 
ness?” asked Representative Beall, of 
Texas. , 

The Lamb and the -Wool. 

“No, sir.” replied’ Mr. 
“but the lamb is very essential to the 
wool.” 

“Don't the woolen manufacturers 
contract to sell to the manufacturer 
ahead of the day of manufacture” 
asked Representative Sims. 

“Yes. sometimes six months ahead.” 

“Why can't the cotton manufacturers 
do the same?” 

The answer was not direct. 

Chairman Scott tried to bring out 
from Mr Mandelbaum and Mr. Hub- 
bard why November, February. April 
and June were the least speculative 
months, but neither was able to offer 
any reason. Mr. Hubbard described 
the evolutfon of cotton exchange meth- 
ods. suggested that the United States 
and especially the south, were sellers, 
not buyers, and declared that the or 
dinary business life of a cotton ex 
porter did not exceed five years. 

Burleson Attacks Exchange, 

Representative Burleson, of Texas, a 
producer of cotton and as representa- 
tive of cotton interests, declared that 
the bucket shops were infinitely prefer- 
able to the exchange, with its manipu- 
lations of prices, and that the exchange 
by comparison with the bucket shops 
was aS Monte Carlo and its roulette 
wend monthly record of suicide to the 
Zame of craps the pickninnies play in 
the back allevs. 

He arraigned what he stamped aa 
“ccnfessions of the exchange itself;” 
said New. York had ceased to be a spot 
inarket and when Representative Cocks, 
of New York, asked “where is there a 
spot market,” replied that they were 
in the south. 

Hie declared that the low grades ahd

were sent to the New York warehouses, 
that the cotton echange had not per 
formed its function of bringing the 
producers and the spinners together 
and referred facetiously to the mem- 
bers of the exchange as “menrghants, 
I will not say gamblers.” 

Kepeals Law of Supply and Demand. 

The New York cotton echange, he 
said, was the “only commercial body 
in the world, save two, that can ar- 
bitrarily by committee, repeal the law 
of supply and demand.” 

The producers and spinners, he 
urged, have a right to expect congress 
t» lift from their shouldders the bur. 
den of the exchange, whose represen- 
tatives in the “branch echanges,” in 
Texas had been “dragged from thei: 
confines,” and shut out of the state. 

“There are more creeping, flying, 
boring insects preying on cotton than 
on any other plant in the world and 
is it possible,” he asked, “that you 
are going to leave this tender plant tu 
the mercies of the worst pests of all, 
the bulls and the bears?”

nance was meant to be enforced. 

The manager will be 
able if women do not remove their 
hats when attending a performance, 
and the police will make a case 
against him and not the wearer of the 


hat. 

The police will not assist the man- 
ager until a tady member absolutely 
refuses to remove her hat or leave 


the theater. 

If a lady, after being requested by 
the manager to remove her hat, re- 
fuses, and it becomes a knock-down- 
and-drag-out proposition for the po- 
liceman, then a case may be entered 
against her for creating disorder. 

The manager must see that the hat 
is off, and he only is to be punished 
for a violation of the amendment. He 
must impress on his fair patrons that 
the words, “Ladies, vrlease Remove 
Hats,” is a city law, and not a fre- 
quest. 

First Case Against Scott. 

W. H. Scott, the proprietor of the 
Elite, at 36 Peachtree street, and his 
usher, R. C. Redd, were the first to be 
charged with a violation of the ordi- 
nance. Police Sergeant Reid and Pa- 
trolman Kerlin entered the place 
Thursday morning, and seeing several 
big hats showing above the sea of 
heads, they decided to make a case 
against Redd. The young usher stated 
that Mr. Scott had given orders for 
him not to attempt to have the hats 
removed. Mr. Scott had left the theater 
temporarily, and upon his return, both 
he and the usher were served with 
copies of charges. 

Mr. Scott explained to the recorder 
that he had ordered the usher not to 
have the women remove their hats, for 
he wished to handle the rather delicate 
ptoblem himself. Mr. Scott stated that 
at each performance a general request 
for the removal of the big hats was 
made; that he was doling everything 
in his power to carry out the ordinance, 
and he offered such a satisfactory ex- 
planation that the recorder dismissed 
both cages. 

Managers Not Rebellious. 

Mr. Scott took occasion to state that 
the theater managers of the city were 
not rebellious in enforcing the new 
ordinance, but that they did not clear- 
ly understand how to go about it. 

Now that it is known that the 
amendment is no joke, and that any 
lady who refuses to remove her hat 
will undergo the embarrassment of 
being ejected, it is generally beliewed 
that there will be no more talk from 
the discontented “man behind.” 


The rumor that council will amend 
the amendment soon does not affect 
the matter in any way, according to 
the recorder, and until such modifica- 
tion {ts officially made all managers 
will be called upon to carry out the 
law to the letter.

The City Engineer Is Surveying 
Lines for Lateral Trunk Sew- 
ers --- Board of Health Meets 
Today on Crematory---Other 
Boards at Work. 


There will be a meeting of the bond 
‘ommission today at noon for the pur- 
pose of taking what immediate action 
that is possible to push the public im- 
provement work with the bond issue 
of $3,000,000. 

The meeting has been called by 
president of the commission, F. A.

The pipe to be advertised 
for wjll be about all that can be laid 
this year. The bids will be opened on 
March 9, before the board and the bond 
commission. This procedure will save 
much time, and it shows what wide- 
awake business men are on tne water 
board. 

Now Surveying for Sewers. 

The city engineer will start to work 
this morning surveying the lines for 
the extension of the lateral trunk sew- 
ers that were provided for in the bond 
issue for sewers.

MAYOR MADDOX DECLINES 
TO RUN FOR SECOND TERM 


States Reasons for His Refusal—Says He Has Given the 
Matter Careful Consideration, and That He Can- 
not Again Accept the Office. 


In a communication to the press of 
the city yesterday, Mayor Robert F. 
Maddox, urging personal and business 
reasons, makes emphatic his refusa) 
again to become a candidate for the 
office of mayor. 

But his attitude seems only to have 
aroused his fellow-citizens, among 
them many of the city’s foremost 
business and professional men, to a 
determination to go to the last ditch 
in the effort to induce him to recon- 
sider. 

That the strongest 
wil’ be made to this end, 
questioned. 

The success vof the bond issue and 
“Maddox for mayor,’ are two Atlanta 
ideas as inseparably banded together 
as the Siamese twins. 

What Mr. Maddox Says. 

In the following card furnished the 
press, Mayor Maddox states the reasons 
for his attitude in refusing to accept 
a second term: ‘ 

City of Atlanta, Mayor's Office, 

Atlanta, Ga., February 17, 1910. 

Mr. James R. Gray, Editor of The At- 
lanta Journal: 

Mr. Clark Howell, Editor of The At- 
lanta Constitution, Atlanta, Ga. 
‘Gentlemen: I have read the editortal 

in the issue of The Atlanta Journal of 
vesterday, entitled ‘‘“Mayor Maddox for 
a Second Term,” and the editorial in 
The Atlanta Constitution of this morn- 
ing entitled “Mayor Maddox Must 
Stand for Reelection,” {n which your 
two papers very generously comment 
On my administration as mayor during 
the past year and recommend my name 
aS a candidate for another term: and 
I wish to assure The Journal and The 
Constitution that I deeply appreciate 
the weight of your endorsement and 
em sincerely grateful for the cordial 
support vou have given me in the past 
and upon which I believe I could rely 
in the future. 

I have endeavored to give the city a 
businesslike administration of 
its affairs, and in this effort I have 
had the cordial support of the general 
council, the city officials and all of 
my fellow-citizens; and if the city has 
moved forward tn a manner satisfac- 
tory to the people, it is que in a large 
measure to their efforts and coopera- 
tion. 

When elected to the office of mayor 
in December, 1908, IT pledged the people 
that I would use my very best efforts 
to promote the interests of Atlanta 
and I have conscientiously endeavored 
to redeem that pledge, although I soon 
found that the duties of the office and 
the calls upon the mayor were much 
rore arduous and exacting than I 


possible effort 
is not to be 


»{/ had anticipated. 


While the charter permits the mavor 
to engage in other vocations, the city 
has grown s0 large and its interests so 
voried that it is almost impossible for 
cne to serve the city faithfully as 
mayor and devote much, if any, time 
to other lines. 

I repeatedly stated to members of 
council last summer, when the charter 
was amended by the legislature so that 
the mayor could succeeq himself for 
one term, that I could not consent to 
serve the city for more than two years. 

To The Journal correspondent in 
Washington, on January 21, I gave out 
the positive statement that I would 
not be able to make the race again, 
and this was published in The Atlanta 
Jcurnal. 

In the recent campaign for bonds, in 
the many speeches which I made all 
over the city, I told those in attendance 
that I expected to retire to private life 


when my present term of office expired, 
and I was urging the bond issue as 
much as a citizen of Atlanta who had 
her interests close at heart as I was 
speaking as the officia) head of the 
city. 

While I did take an active interest 
in the recent campaign, because the 
more I learned of the needs of Atlanta 
to complete her municipal equipment, 
the more I saw the urgency of the 
bond issue, at the same time, as soon 
as other citizens began to learn the 
true facts concerning the dangers 
which threatened Atlanta, through the 
splendid articles appearing in the press 
of the city, all classes of her citizens 
became active factors i, the campaign, 
and the result was that when the polls 
opened on Tuesday morning the per- 
sona] influence of any man or set of 
men had been completely. merged in 
the tide of civic patriotism which 
swept over the city, and the victory 
for bonds was assured. 

1 have given the subject of again al- 
lowing my name to be used as a can- 
didate for mayor serious thought; and 
I especially apprectate the statements 
of practically all the others who have 
been suggested as probable candidates 
that they would not oppose me if I 
should make the race. [ am also grate- 
ful to the press for their united sup- 
port and to the many friends who have 
given me their cheering words of en- 
couragement in my labors as mayor; 
but the physical strain of filling this 
office has been very great upon me, 
and I do not believe that I could con- 
tinue for three years longer such ser- 
vices as I have endeavored to render 
during the past year; and in addition 
to this fact, my business interests are 
large and must be considered. For 
these and other personal reasons, I 
some time ago definitely decided that 
I would be unable to serve the city 
az mayor another term, should the vot- 
ers be willing to elect me. 

It must be remembered that I have 
a contract with the people which has 
nearly a year yet to run, and I will 
again assure them that I shall labor 
for the development and progress of 
Atlanta this year, even harder than [I 
have labored during the year just 
passed. 

The bond issue having beeqg voted 
by the people, it will now be the duty 
of tne city officials to begin at once 
to make detailed plans, estimates and 
contracts for the wise expenditure of 
this money, and I see no reason why 
practically al) of these contracts can- 
not be made during this year, although 
of course it will require some time to 
complete the improvements. But I 
feel sure that the city council, as now 
constituted, having pledged itgelf to 
the faithful expenditure of this money, 
the city will have no reason to fear 
but that the funds will be properly 
distributed, as planned and promised— 
especially in view of the fact that a 
majority of the present council, which 
has pledged its good faith to this work, 
will hold over for another year, and 
it ig practically certain that the bond 
money will be honestly and properly 
applied. 

I know that among thesnumber of 
our loyal citizens there are Many even 
better able to .fill the high office of 
mayor than myself, who should ba 
willing to serve the city for at least a 
term of two years, and the citizens of 
Atlanta will select as their chief ex- 
ecutive a successor to me, under whose 
administration the affairs of the city 
will be conducted to the satisfaction 
of us all.

the lumber would be placed on a sid- 
ing at Molena, Ga., for shipment. The 
petitioner stated that this advice was 
not put in writing, but the agent of 
the road assured him that the cars 
would be furnished in good time to 
handle the shipment. 

The lumber was placed, but no cars 
were ever furnished. The lumber re- 
mained on the company’s right-of-way 
from November 8 until the day the suit 
was filed, and as it’ was not stacked, 
and therefore exposed to the ravages 
of the weather, it was now a total 
loss to the petitioner. Therefore he 
claimed damages to the extent of 
$168.28. A verdict was returned in 
his favor. The Southern appealed this 
decision. 

The road claimed that the act. of 
the general assembly of 1905 made it 
necessary for a shipper to give his in- 
structions in writing, and then if it 
suffered delay he was allowed dam- 
ages at so much per diem. They fur- 
they claimed that the passing of this 
act practically annulled pre-existing 
rulings on this subject, which made 
Moore's claim not legal. 

The supreme court ruled that a 
“statute instituting a new remedy did 
not take away a pre-existing remedy 
and that the act of 1905 could 
mean that all right of suit was taken 
away from a person in the event that 
he did not comply with the exact let- 
tering of the statute in the matter of 
written instructions. 

“We think that the act was intend- 
ed to give an additional safeguard and 
remedy which a shipper might adopt 
if heso desired and not to destroy his 
right absolutely,’ ruled the court. 

Accordingly the decision was af- 
firmed, all the judges concurring.

Governor Brown yesterday refused 
to grant executive clemency to Willard 
Webb, the Cobb county negro convict- 
ed of criminal agsault. 

The governor stated that he could 
gee no merit in the negro’s plea for a 
commutation of his sentence to life 
imprisonment because the only ground 
upon which he based it was that he 
was not guilty. 

“The courts have already passed 
upon that; the grand jury, the petit 
jury, the judge, the court. of appeals 
and prison commission and, not one of 
them have tindorsed this petition. 
Therefore, there is onty one thing for 
me to do,” said the governor. 

He stated further in regard to this 
that he could not see why so many 
cases came finally to his office for de- 
cision. 

“This promiscuous appealing cannot 
but have the effect of making the 
courts seem insignificant, and especial- 
ly when the decision is reversed.”

On Erection of Tubercu- 
losis Hospital in Atlanta. 


City Has Already Appropriated

The city of Atlanta and the county 
of Fulton are now practically assured 
of a tuberculosis hospital. This was 


decided at a joint meeting of the board 
of county commissioners, the city coun-

The city has appropriated $10,000 
towards building this hospital and the 
county On yesterday agreed to appro- 
priate $15.000 to that end, or as much 
as the city would appropriate. 

The committee that appeared before 
the county board were J. C. Harrison, 
Steve R. Johnston and Aldine Chambers 
from the city council and Capt. W. G. 
Raoul, Dr. Claud A. Smith and Gov.

to prevent the spread of the disease, 
to take care of the persons now having 
it and in the first part in the interest 
of humanity in general. 

The fprther sense of the meeting 
seemed to be to get sométhing started 
a: once, buy a tract of land of not less 
than 15 or 20 acres, erect an admints- 
trative building thereon, and as the 
work and the number of invalids in- 
creases, to erect smaller outer buildings 
for the patients to live tn, but every 
Speaker seemed to stress the point of 
the necessity of having something 
definite done at once. 

This is just a start, it is true, the 
sponsors of the movement ciatming 
that they can use just 4s much money 
as they can get, but that with the 
25,000 which will be available by the 
two appropriations, a good start can 
be made. 

The county board appointed EK. V 
Carter, chairman of the committee on 
quarantine and sanitation, to meet with 
the council committee and discuss the 
selection of one of the several sites 
now under advisement for the hospital 
and to work out all the other detalis, 
Such as the amount of land and the 
expenditure to be made. It is the un- 
derstanding that the city is to maintain 
the hospital.

17.—(Special.)—Saturday the last reg- 
istration for the annexation of large 
portions of south and west Macon will 
be completed and the final arrange- 
ments will be made for the contest as 
to whether the territory shall be ad- 
mitted and become a part of the city 
proper. It is the preparation for en 
election, which, if carried, will 
mean the addition of more than 5,000 
people to the population of the city 
proper. This will give the census man 
more than °40,000 persons within the 
limits and enough stil! on the outside 
to make the entire community. not un- 
der 50,000. 

One of the hardest fights in the his- 
tory of a small community will be 
waged to bring in the territory. Chair- 
man A. J. Long, of the people's annex- 
ation committee, and his associates, 
are now, engaged in turning every 
point that will count. Communications 
and personal interviews with each 
qualified voter will be had and the 
importance of coming in will be 
stressed. 

The registration is not as large as 
has been expected, but fully 500 per- 
sons wi!l be listed on the sheets for 
the polls.

The importance of adding the large 
sections lies in the fact that the great- 
er factory districts of Macon are in- 
cluded in the southern territory and 
several millions of dollars in taxable 
property will be added to that now 
held to help run the municipal) govern- 
ment.

The Beacon Publishing Company, 
which firm operates The Wichita, Kan- 
Beacon, has filed suit in the Ful- 
tcr: county superior court against J. 
TP. Meade & Co.. to recover damages ir 
the sum of $6,593, for the alleged fail- 
ure on the part of the defendants to 
eriry out a contract between the two 
firms. 

According to the suit, the plaintiffs 
contracted with the defendants to man- 
age a voting contest which was to 
have run from December 1, 1909, 
February 3, 1910, and according to the 
ecntract that was attached to the suit 
as exhibit A, the defendants were to 
furnish a crew of ten men to superin 
tend and manage said contest. 

The plaintiffs allege that the de- 
fendants had at the most, a crew of 
seven men at work, at times had much 
less than that and during the last four 
days of the contest, when it was neces- 
sary that a full crew be at work the 
defendants had but one man, and he in- 
experienced, at the task. 

The plaintiffs further claim that they 
had spent $10,000 prior to the starting 
of the contest in prizes to be awarded 
in this contest, and had agreed to pay 
the defendants 30 per cent of the money 
received in new subscriptions for man- 
aging the contest. 

The total money in new subscrip- 
ticns received was $5,807. They allege 
that had the defendants carried out 
their portion of the agreement that 
the contest would have netted much 
over the $19,000 spent in prizes. 

They allege that. they were dam- 
aged by the defendants in the sum ot 
$4,993, for their failure in carrying out 
the contract and that they had paid 
the defendants $1,600 commission as 
per the contract, but that the de- 
fendants were not legally entitled 
same through their failure to carry 
out the agreement ond contract.

The 
reports of corporations have been 
coming in very slowly, but it is prob- 
able that the recent developments, 
which amount practically to an official 
promise, will hasten the returns.

There Was Renewed Liquida- 
tion, Followed by Decline. 
Rally Late in Day. 


New York. February 17.--There was 
a renewal of heavy liquidation in the 
cotton market today, but a sharp de- 
cline was more than recovered in the 
late trading, and prices closed steady 
at a net advance of 2@11 potns. 
The market opened steady, at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 5 
points, «n response to relatively firm 
cables. but quickly weakened under 
liquidation, attributed to concentrated 
long interests in May and local bear 
pressure, which found the market 
without any important support. Liv- 
_erpool cables were working very bad- 
ivy. thus restricting the arbitrage buy- 
ing which might otherwise have helped 
to sustain prices here, and with local 
sentiment bearish, about the only de- 
mand in evidence came from the cov- 
ering of shorts ona scale down, until 
Mav contracts had sold at 14.45. Spot 
houses were buyers around this level 
and covering became a little more ac- 
tive. but after a rally of 7 or 8 points 
from the lowest, the market weakened 
again under continued liquidation and 
a renewal of short selling, which was 
encouraged by the failure of the de- 
mand from spot houses to follow the 
market upon the advance. This second 
break carried May off to 14.43, and 
the active old crop months generally 
to a net loss of about 12@16 polnts,
